“The law since time immemor­ 
ial has been that no officer of the 
city shall be interested In any 
contract made by him in his offi­ 


cial 
capacity,”

"The contract shall be null and 
void with severe penal sentence 
attached “if it is found the offi­ 
cial has an interest in the con­ 
tract. 
“As I understand it,” continued 
Haley, “Piombo and Bresnan are 
indebted to Mr. Jensen on a se­ 
cured promissory note.

U.S. Reinstates 
30-Year Home 
Loan Insurance 
WASHINGTON (IP — Federal 
insurance for 30-year home loan» 
was reinstated today. 
Last July 30 the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration <VA> and the Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA) cut 
the repayment period on such 
loans to 25 years. 
In the same July action the gov­ 
ernment ordered a down payment 
of 2 per cent on GI loans and add­ 
ed 2 per cent to the down pay­ 
ment requirement on homes 
bought with FHA financing. 
The down payment increases re­ 
main in effect. 
A joint announcement by VA 
and FHA today on the reinstate­ 
ment of 30-year loan guarantees 
said last summer's action was 
aimed at avoiding over extension 
of credit and at helping to pro­ 
tect home buyers against infla­ 
tionary price increases. 
The announcement added: 
“The reduced volume of home 
building has reduced the hazard 
of over extension of credit to the 
point where the 30-yeyr maximum 
maturity again may be permitted.”

as citizens, to vote on the proposi­ 
tion of a county manager or ad­ 
ministrator.

Weissich said initiative petition* 
could force the supervisor* to 
either repeal the ordinance or 
place it on the next general elec­ 
tion ballot.

Needed to qualify the Initiative 
for the ballot would be 10 per cent 
of the last general election voto 
for governor In Marin County.

Sponsors of the initiative would 
have six months in which to col­ 
lect the signatures.

Task At Bolinas 


Fifty airmen at Hamilton Air 
Force Base plunked down their 
shovels and flopped onto their 
bunks last night—exhausted after 
24 hours of hard labor in the 
storm-ravaged community of Bo­ 
linas. 
During a night and day of little 
rest and a minimum amount of 
sleep the Air Force crew had tire­ 
lessly ^iug trenches around homes 
in an effort to divert the rivers 
of mud pouring off the hills. Yes­ 
terday they pitched in to shovel 
the muck from streets of the sea­ 
side village. 
When their director, Lt. C£l. 
Joseph H. Powell, saw that the 
immediate danger to B o l i n a s 
homes and residents was over, they 
returned to the base. 
The men had also assisted in 
the evacuation of families from 
their homes. 
One difficulty was pointed out 
today by Colonel Powell. “We had 
a lot of trouble getting some of 
the older people to leave their 
houses. Their attitude was: ‘Well, 
if the old house goes, I’m going 
to go with it’.”

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Ike Cites Danger Of 
U.S. Water Shortage 


WASHINGTON 0J.R) — President i 
Eisenhower submitted to Congress 
today a long range program to 
overcome the 
nation’s 
growingi 
water shortages and insure a sup­ 
ply of 350 billion gallons a day 
by 1975. 
In a special message 
to 
the 
House and Senate, Eisenhower for­ 
warded a report on water re-1 
sources policy prepared, by a Cab­ 
inet committee after a 20-month 
study. It sharply criticized “leek 
of cooperation and coordination” 
among federal 
agencies 
dealing 
with flood control, Irrigation and 
other w ater problems. 
It also called for local govern­ 
ments and private industry to bear 
most of the costs of furnishing an 
adequate water supply. 
The report warned that the na­ 
tion Is. experiencing the first symp- j 
toms of a water shortage, which 
will grow steadily more acute un­ 
less. far-sighted action is taken. 
It said the country is now using 
200 billion gallons of water daily 
and will need an estimated 350 bil- ! 
lion gallons daily by 1975. 
“The policies we adopt for the 
development 
of our water 
r e - ; 
sources,” Eisenhower said, 
“will 
have a profound effect 
in 
the 
years to come upon our domestic, 
agricultural and Industrial econ­ 
omy.” 
The report said Americans now 
use an average of 145 gallons of 
water each day from public water 
supplies. This “tremendous need” 
is expected to rise, by 1975, to 175 
gallons a day, reflecting the in­ 
creased use of water in homes for 
such purposes as air conditioning. 
On top of this household use, 
there is the “staggering" demand 


for water in industry and agricul­ 
ture. For example, the report not- - 
ed, it requires 65.000 gallons of 
water to produce one ton of steel. 
Counting such 
uses, 
daily con- j 
sumption amounts to 1,200 gallons 
per person. 


The report endorsed a number 
of controversial Hoover Commis- { 
sion proposals, Including the ap­ 
pointment of a top-level

Marin Is Growing Faster 
Than You Might Believe 


Quick Look 


At Governor 


C. A. Herler 


Official record of taxable sales in Marin 
County during the third quarter of 1955 will 
give some businessmen a happy lift and 
doubters of M arin’s business potential a 


rude shock. 
In the months of July, August and Sep­ 
tember, the county hit a record sales peak 
of $27,899,000, according to'records of the 


State Board of Equalization. 
M arin’s total was a part of an all-time 
record marked up by the state as a whole, 
a whopping 4 2 /3 billion dollars. But more 
significantly, 
Marin 
percentage-wise 
was 
outstripping most ol the rest of the state. 
W hereas the state total for the quarter was 
21.4 per cent higher than the same quarter 


a year ago, and 3.4 per cent over the highest 
quarter on record, M arin’s sales increased 


by 30.96 per cent. 


In other words, sales in Marin were in­ 
creasing about 50 per cent faster than in 


the state as a w'hole. 


Retail stores racked up higher than aver­ 
age gains, but it was the new car dealers who 
really hit the jackpot. On a statewide basis 
new car sales were 59 per cent more than the 


same three months a year ago. 


All of which adds up to what practically 


everyone around these parts knows. Marin 


is growing faster, developing faster, and 


expanding 
faster, 
both 
businesswise 
and 


populationwise, than most people would 


have though possible. W e need careful plan­ 


ning, careful developm ent and careful gov­ 


ernment if we don t want to w'ind up in a 


hodge-podge.

Preliminary Report On Parks System 


May Start Major Discussions 


WHAT OUR 
READERS SAY 


THE NATIONAL Assn. for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) w ants a ban on fed­ 
eral air in segregated states. It 
said Congress has a “m oral and 
legal obligation” to impose such 
a ban on any money it votes. 
Rep. Adam Powell, Negro Dem­ 
ocrat from New York, says confi­ 
dently he has enough votes lined 
up in the House to make sure 
any federal aid money voted by 
th a t chamber carries a ban on 
its use in segregated areas. 
Leaders seem to 
think 
the 
House will pass a bill with the 
ban included. T h at can be done 
w ithout 
too 
much 
difficulty. 
There is a lim it on debate there. 
But in the Senate, where de­ 
bate is unlimited, Southern Dem­ 
ocrats can filibuster against any 
federal aid bill with the ban a t­ 
tached. 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—An ef­ 
fort to stim ulate discussions con­ 
cerning the state park system is 
made in a prelim inary report by 
the Interim Committee on State 
Beaches and Parks, headed by 
Senator Louis Sutton, of M ax­ 
well. For several sessions he has 
headed a senate group interested 
in the development and operation 
of the state playgrounds. 
The report, which does not re­ 
flect the thinking of the com­ 
m ittee, comes, says Senator Sut­ 
ton, from two individuals who 
have made a study. 
They are 
Dr. Hubert O. Jenkins, and J. 
D elbert Sarber. 


THE EVEN DIVISION of the 
political parties in the national 
government is alm ost precisely 
reflected in Massachusetts. To­ 
day M assachusetts has in the 
U.S. Senate one Republican Sen­ 
ator and one Democratic Sen­ 
ator; in the House it has seven 
Republican 
Congressmen 
and 
seven Democratic Congressmen. 
Its Governor, Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor and Attorney General are 
Republicans; its Treasurer, Sec­ 
retary of S tate and Auditor are 
Democrats. 
The M assachusetts 
House of Representatives is con­ 
trolled by Democrats, the Senate 
by Republicans. In the state as 
a whole there are approximately 
750,000 
registered 
Republicans 
and 750,000 registered Democrats 
and 
about 
1,200,000 
registered 
voters give no party designation. 


DR. JENKINS is a park tech­ 
nician, and Sarber a. technician 
for the committee. Te report is 
timely, says the Senator, be­ 
cause of the “m agnitude of ex­ 
penditures 
proposed for state 
park purposes in the 1956-57 fis­ 
cal year budget.” 
The legislature will consider 
the budget begginning M arch 5, 
when it convenes here for the 
off-year budget session. 
The 
S tate Park Commission proposes 
to add $34,100,000 worth of land 
and improvements to the state 
park 
system. 
This 
system 
at 
present, says the report, is val- 
used *at $48,000,000. 
In other 
words, the commission seeks to 
add Just about 100 per cent to 
the present facilities, much of 
which are undeveloped. 


ly locally used parks be turned 
over to local government, such 
as city and county, rath er than 
having the state finance opera­ 
tion of local parks. It also rec­ 
ommends th a t the 50 percent 
m atching 
requirem ent be 
dis­ 
carded. 
This requires the state to put 
up only half the funds for the 
purchase of parks, and the other 
half, either in cash or goods, to 
be donated by local governments 
or private individuals. 
Usually, 
the deals have worked so th at 
the state puts up the cash, and 
the people or government who 
own property have put up land 
for their fifty per cent.

DR. JEN KIN S’ report suggests 
th a t m ost of the proposed park 
developments around reservoirs 
should be left to the localities in­ 
volved, rath er th an to the state. 
He would restrict the term “state 
park” to natural or scenic areas. 
Senator Sutton urged individ­ 
uals who have comments con­ 
cerning the park system to com­ 
m unicate w ith 
his committee, 
headquarters of which are lo­ 
cated a t the State Capitol in 
Sacram ento. Views of the peo­ 
ple of the state, he believes, are 
im portant to the future plan­ 
ning of the park system, and as 
well will assist the legislature 
in directing progress.

W’hile the state park commis­ 
sion seeks $34 million for addi­ 
tional parks, thousands of acres 
of state park land lie undevel­ 
oped, and thereby denied to pub­ 
lic usage.

Marin Is Growing Faster 
Than You Might Believe 


Official record of taxable sales in Marin 
County during the third quarter of 1955 will 
give some businessmen a happy lift and 
doubters of M arin’s business potential a 
rude shock. 
In the m onths of July, August and Sep­ 
tember, the county hit a record sales peak 
of $27,899,000, according t o ’records of the 
State Board of Equalization. 
M arin’s total was a part of an all-time 
record m arked up by the state as a whole, 
a whopping 4 2/3 billion dollars. But more 
significantly, 
Marin 
percentage-wise 
was 
outstripping most of the rest of the state. 
W hereas the state total for the quarter was 
21.4 per cent higher than the same quarter 
a year ago, and 3.4 per cent over the highest 
quarter on record, M arin’s sales increased 
by 30.96 per cent. 


In other words, sales in M arin were in­ 
creasing about 50 per cent faster than in 
the state as a whole. 


Retail stores racked up higher than aver­ 
age gains, but it was the new car dealers who 
really hit the jackpot. On a statewide basis 
new car sales were 59 per cent more than the 
same three m onths a year ago.

M arin 


is growing faster, developing faster, and 


expanding faster, both businesswise and 


populationwise, than most people would 


have though possible. We need careful plan­ 


ning, careful development and careful gov­ 


ernment if we don’t want to wind up in a 
hodge-podge.

Preliminary Report On Parks System 


May Start Major Discussions 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—An ef­ 
fort to stimulate discussions con­ 
cerning the state park system is 
made in a preliminary report by 
the Interim Committee on State 
Beaches and Parks, headed by 
Senator Louis Sutton, of Max­ 
well. For several sessions he has 
headed a senate group interested 
in the development and operation 
of the state playgrounds. 
The report, which does not re­ 
flect the thinking of the com­ 
mittee, comes, says Senator Sut­ 
ton, from two individuals who 
have made a study. They are 
Dr. Hubert O. Jenkins, and J. 
Delbert Barber. 


DR. JENKINS is a park tech­ 
nician, and Sarber a technician 
for the committee. Te report' is 
timely, says the Senator, be­ 
cause of the "magnitude of ex­ 
penditures 
proposed for state 
park purposes in the 1956-57 fis­ 
cal year budget.'’ 
The legislature will consider 
the budget begginning March 5, 
when it convenes here for the 
off-year budget session. 
The 
State Park Commission proposes 
to add $34,100,000 worth of land 
and improvements to the state 
park system. This system at 
present, says the report, is val- 
used *at $48.000,000. 
In other 
words, the commission seeks to 
add Just about 100 per cent to' 
the present facilities, much of 
which are undeveloped. 


JUST HOW MUCH planning 
has been done for the future de­ 
velopment of the park system 
is a question. But the Sarber re­ 
port indicates that the commis­ 
sion ’‘should devote more at­ 
tention to forward planning.” 
The 
paftc 
program 
bogged 
down at the legislature when 
the federal government released 
oil revenues from tideland prop­ 
erties and returned these to the 
state. 'This generally was con­ 
ceded to have resulted from lack 
of planning by the park commis­ 
sion and state division of beaches 
and parks, which is charged with 
the technical details of laying 
out development. 
The report suggests that strict-

ly locally used parks be turned 
over to local government, such 
as city and county, rather than 
having the state finance opera­ 
tion of local parks. It also rec- 
om/nends that the 50 percent 
matching requirement be dis­ 
carded. 
This requires the state to put 
up only half the funds for the 
purchase of parks, and the other 
half, either in cash or goods, to 
be donated by local governments 
or private individuals. Usually, 
the deals have worked so that 
the state puts up the cash, and 
the people or government who 
own property have put up land 
for their fifty per cent. 


DR. JENKINS’ report suggests 
that most of the proposed park 
developments around reservoirs 
should be left to the localities in­ 
volved, rather than to the state. 
He would restrict the term “state 
park” to natural or scenic areas. 
Senator Sutton urged individ­ 
uals' who have comments con­ 
cerning the park system to com­ 
municate with his committee, 
headquarters of which are lo­ 
cated at the State Capitol in 
Sacramento. Views of the peo­ 
ple of the state, he believes, are 
important to' the future plan­ 
ning of the park system, and as 
well will assist the legislature 
in directing progress. 


IT WAS SUGGESTED that 
park development be based on a 
reasonable amount of operating 
funds. 
The next park budget 
wants $3,830,000 for operation of 
the park system, the greater part 
of which is for salaries In the 
state division of beaches and 
parks. 
While the state park commis­ 
sion seeks $34 million for addi­ 
tional parks, thousands of acres 
of state park land lie undevel­ 
oped, and thereby denied to pub­ 
lic usage.

THE NATIONAL Assn. for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) wants a ban on fed­ 
eral air in segregated states. It 
said Congress has a “moral and 
legal obligation” to impose such 
a ban on any money It votes. 
Rep. Adam Powell, Negro Dem­ 
ocrat from New York, says confi­ 
dently he has enough votes lined 
up in the House to make sure 
any federal aid money voted by 
that chamber carries a ban on 
its use In segregated areas 
Leaders seem to think the 
House will pass a bill with the 
ban included. T hat can be done 
without 
too 
much 
difficulty. 
There is a limit on debate there. 
But in the Senate, where de­ 
bate is unlimited, Southern Dem­ 
ocrats can filibuster against any 
federal aid bill with the ban at­ 
tached.

In 
the mean time senators who call 
themselves liberals will be on a 
tough spot.

"inoperative” list' today w ith the 
resignation 
of 
every 
im portant 
licensed 
manager piled on 
the 
desk of Julius Helfand, chairm an 
of the New York State Athletic 
Commission. 
Helfand signaled th« final step 
of his victory over the guild yes­ 
terday when he announced, "For 
all practical purposes it la in ­ 
operative." He said all licensed 
managers “with the possible ex­ 
ception of one or two” had quit 
the broken guild. He had set a 
Jan. 16 date for all to resign or 
lose their licenses. 
He had to say "except possibly 
one or two” because the commis­ 
sion w asn’t positive if some of the 
75 men carried on the guild list 
actually belonged. The list was 
turned over to the commission 
under subpena. 
H elfand reported 57 resignations 
last night and said he had word 
a few more were on the way. Al- 


\ most all of the remaining 18 do 
not hold New York licenses. In 
several cases, the licenses were 
revoked or suspended during the 
nine-m onth Inquiry. 
Charlie Johnston, president of

Council neared a decision on the 
Dec. 11 raid that claimed 56 Syrian 
lives.

fael school department. 


Frank Lucas, superintendent of 
the San R afael city schools, ad­ 
dressed the Coleman PTA at their 
monthly meeting on the topic, 
“Curriculum Development and R e­ 
vision.” He stated that due to the 
progress of science, history, and 
the entire nature of the world, 
it becomes more necessary for the 
children to learn and be aware 
of so much more in their 12 years 
of schooling. A course of study 
must continue to develop as the 
progress of the world about us 
changes, he said. 


He continued, “A course of study 
skeleton plan is necessary to en­ 
able students to transfer from one 
school too another without too 
much difficulty or change. The 
method-motivated 
type 
of pro­ 
cedure has proved' best for the 
teacher, in which each teacher 
works on a new idea or planned 
course of study as he feels his in­ 
terest motivates him. Teachers are 
now encouraged to have their own 
individuality, for what may prove 
useful for one teacher may not 


for another, he said. 
Teachers have been working for 
the past year and one-half on 
committees at school and at board 
meetings in order to learn of any 
new ideas or discoveries of other 
teachers or schools. 
There is now a definite scope 
and sequence, in which the teach­ 
ers are looking ahead to the fu­ 
ture and planning for what is 
gradually being accepted into our 
school curriculum, he said. Educa­ 
tors have been busily rewriting this 
new curriculum and revising the 
present course of study in our 
schools, but it m ay take another 
two years before it has been com 
pleted, he pointed out. 
There is a “steering committee” 
to whom the various schools or 
teachers submit outlines of antic­ 
ipated courses of studies. If a new 
system 
in a 
particular subject 
works well in one school, it is oft­ 
en passed to another school, and 
if e’ffective is now used as a part 
of the course of study. There are 
suggested techniques being offer­ 
ed throughout the county in lan­ 
guage arts, reading, writing, spell­ 
ing, social science, arithmetic, sci­ 
ence, physical education, and guid­ 
ance. “Precipitating out of these 
studies will be a new guide” to the 
future and betterment of our chil­ 
dren’s education.

Evevy billion dollars of federal 
spending means about $95,000,000 
in taxes which Californians have 
to pay.
